Half Watsonville Labor Council Delegates Favor General Strike; 
Negotiations For Settlement Sought 


SALINAS—Sentiment for a general strik> is sweeping the Salinas Valley Area. Several: 
mions are reported to have stated that their unions are ready to strike at a minute’s notice. 

The tear gas bomb attack, led by state highway police on the Labor Temple here 
seightened the sentiment for a determined rep!y to the vicious terror raging against the 
stnikers. 


SALINAS—A raid on Thursday. by Sheriff Carl Abbott and 50 deputwed vigilantes on tempor- 
ary union headquarters proved a bust, for the raiders found no arms in the building. 

Walter G. Matthewson, government conciliator, was ordered here to begin negotiations between 
the employers and Union. 

The Central Labor Council here met Thursday night and voted full support to the strike. The 
Central Labor Council in Watsonville also met at the same time, and while no action toward a gen, 
eral strike was taken, president De Wald said at least half the delegates desired such action. 

A. S. Doss, secretary of the Fruit and Vegetable Workers Union, revealed that he had with- 
drawn his son from high school when he learned that clubs used by vigilantes were carved in the 
school. 

Strikers, revealing a well-knit discipline, prevented any provocations by the ‘police or vigifen: 
tes Thursday. The only incident was the firing : on 5. pike es of scabs by a guard, by mistake. One. 
of the senbs was’ injured, 

With. the public proelamation by Sheriff Abbott, declaring a rs of emergency” and order: 
ing “every able bodied citizen between the ages of 17 and 45” to report to him to be a 
against the strikers, the class lines have been clearly and sharply drawn. ~ 

All fink-minded residents who responded to this call were armed with pickhandles and other | 
weapons. 

On the picket lines women, composing at least 40 per cent of the 4000 lettuce strikers, were 
among the most militant, and warned by police to stay away from the picket lines, shouted 
determination to fight shoulder to shoulder with the men. 

The strikers have been heartened by support from the State Federation of Labor convention. 

Bloody clashes, provoked by the highway police, deputized strikebreaking elements, as well as 
local and county authorities and police, began on Wednesday. 

Main and Gablian Streets have been the scenes of heroic battle = the strikers, resisting the 
attacks of the armed forces of the shippers and growers. 

Gablian Street runs directly into the barricades erected by dee: growers around certain sheds 
selected for scab operations. On this street the pickets met and jeered trucks trying to run lettuce- 
out of the sheds. Before the first battle on Wednesday, the pickets did not try to dump this 
lettuce. One of the scab trucks turned a corner too fast and fpilled some of the lettuce. The 
other trucks were thus slowed up. 

Then the deputized vigilantes, 
and pulled guns on the strikers. 

Strobel’s two brothers, one striking with the Teamsters, another with the Fruit and Veretania: 
Workers Union, are among the most active on the picket line, showing how sharply the class lines 
are drawn here. 

One of Strobel’s brothers, Gillmore, could no longer. stand Strobel’s: provocative actions, anit 
taught the grower a severe lesson. Strobel, the boss, received a.severe beating. 

After firing shots, the vigilantes, on Wednesday, faced with the unshaken militaney: of the 
pickets, retreated. They were in actuality rescued by the state highway police. 

The state highway police moved into action on Gablian Sfreet and in the gassing ‘of ‘the Labor 
Temple even though these areas are not part of any state highway. 

The attack on the Labor Temple, in which there were -several hundred unarmed striking 
workers, oecurred at 5 p. m. Wednesday, after the gas bomb and sic attacks on the atria 
ers in the streets. hs 

The workers, driven away at first, came back and re-formed their ranks. 

A second attack by the vigilantes and state highway police followed. 

After the second attack the vigilantes came down Gablian Street again, and the strikers started 
toward them. The vigilantes were stopped this time from going to the Labor Temple. g

Our Communist Party

HEN the whole world was 


aflame with powerful revdlu- | 


tionary upheavals and_ great 
strike. movements following the 
World War, the Communist Party 
was born in-the United States in 
September 1919. 

‘The victorious October Revolu- 
tion in Russia in the winter of 
1917 gave encouragement and in- 
centive to millions of oppressed 
working people throughout the 
world, who but yesterday were 


talism, to fight for the cause of 
working class freedom. In the 
United States at this time, we 
witnessed a growing wave of 
strike struggles—the Great Steel 
Strike of 1919, the miners’ strike, 
the railroad strike and dozens of 
others—embracing hundreds and 
hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers in important key industries 
of America. 

It was in the midst of these 
struggles in the United States 
was born—a Party unifying. all 
revolutionary forces for the first 
time: into a single party of the 
proletarian revolution, dedicated 
to organize the millions of ex- 
ploited and oppressed to. work 
for a life free from the parasites 


-|and masters living off the sweat 


of the workers. 
Working Class Split 

In all the European countries 
Communist Parties were spring- 
ing up. The shameful betrayal 
Second (Socialist) International 
of the working class by the 
during the war which openly 
allied itself with the national 
bourgeoisie: in “defense of their 
fatherland,” split wide open the 
working class movement and 
prevented it from conducting an 
effective struggle against the im- 
perialist war. 

Already during the war and 
especially immediately following, 
in many countries Communist 
Parties were established which 
in March 1919 joined their 
forces in launching a new inter- 
national, which has since then 
grown into an army of millions 
stretching into the four corners 


International. In September of 
that same year, the organization 
convention of the Communist 
Party in the United States took 
place. 

Since 1917, the Left. Wing in 
the American Socialist Party 
grew in numbers and in deter- 
mined opposition to the reform- 
ist policies of the then Hillquit 
leadership. It was not however 
until 1918-1919 that ‘the Left 
Wing began to take definite 
steps, working towards an organ- 
izational break with the ,oppor- 
tunist leadership. Under the 
leadership of C. E. Ruthenberg, 
who became the founder of our 
Party and its outstanding leader 
until his untimely .death in the 
year 1927, the Left Wing forces

The Left Wing delegates at the 
Emergency Convention of the 
Socialist Party at the end of 
August of that year were thrown 
out of the Convention. These 
torces formed the most important 
basis for the American Commun- 
ist Party. But the origin of the 
Communist Party in the United 
States gave rise to two parties 
instead of one—the Communist 
Party and the Communist Labor 
Party. 

Differences had arisen in the 
Left Wing around the question 
of how soon to make the break 
with the reformist. leadership of 
the Socialist Party. At the First 
National Left Wing Conference 
held in New York in June 1919 
these differences came sharply 
to the forefront. 

One section, consisting in the 
main of the language federations, 


wanted an immediate break with | 


the Socialist Party; while the 
other saw the necessity of fol- 
lowing a slower and more flex- 
ible road with ,the aim of win- 
ning over some of the more 
hesitating elements, especially 
the American elements in the 
middle west’ among whom little 
activity had been carried on. 

These differences ended in the 
formation in September 1919 of 
two Parties which divided the 
Left Wing forces. It therefore 
became a central task of that 
period to work towards. the 
merging of these two groups 
into one solid fighting front— 
into one united Communist 
Party. 

Palmer Raids 

But the Communist movement 
in the Unitéd States in this per- 
iod not only faced internal prob- 
lems. Almost immediately after 
its birth it confronted a life and 
death struggle for its legal and 
open existence. Four months 
after the organization conven- 
tions, in the beginning of 1920, 
a merciless drive against the 
militant revolutionary movement 
was inaugurated—known in his- 
tory of American iabor as the 
infamous “Palmer raids.” Thou- 
sands of active fighters were 
herded into the jails. The newly 
formed Communist Parties were 
compelled to go “underground.” 
The Communist movement there- 
fore during these years had to 
conduct a struggle for its exis- 
tence, work towards the merging 
of the two wings of the Com- 
munist movement. and to win 
other sections of /the revolution- 
ary forces, especially trade un- 
ionists, I1.W.W. and members of. 
the Socialist Party, for the Com- 
munist.,, Party, 

This period was closed by the 
formation of the Workers Part; 
of America in 1922 which was 
the open appearance of the il- 
legal Communist Parties as one 
united Communist Party. 

The characteristic feature of 
the Communist movement in 
these early, years was its gener- 
al isolation from: the most im- 
portant’ sections of the Ameri- 
can workers,

understood. In the main, the 
Communist movement was out- 
side of the labor movement and 
attempted to win the workers 
through general agitation and 
propaganda for the overthrow, of 
capitalism. 
Acted As Outsiders 


It entered the various strug- 
gles of that period not as lead- 
ers and active participants in 
these struggles, defending and 
championing the immediate de- 
mands of the workers, but as 
outsiders agitating for the, nec- 
essity of the overthrow of the 
capitalist state power. The fun- 
damental Leninist teaching that 
the workers can be won for the 
policy of our Party only on the 
basis of their own experience 
began to be properly understood 
after the organization and Baie: 
cation of the Communist move 
ment, 


The ensuing years were years 
in which our Party began to 
actively combat this basic weak- 
ness and: to establish firm con- 
tact with the workers in the 
shops and trade unions.: The 
Party actively participated in 
many struggles, led and organ- 
ized these struggles and solidi- 
fied the left wing in the official 
trade union movement who con- 
ducted a unified struggle against 
the class collaboration policy of 
the A.F.L. leadership. 

Wm. Z. Foster, who had come 
to our Party in the early years 
played an important role in help- 
ing to bring the Party om this 
road and under his leadership 
was formed the Trade Union 
Educational League, which or- 
ganized the activity of the left 
wing forces in the official trade 
union movement. 

At the same time our ‘Party 
worked towards a fundamental 
understanding of the teachings of 
Marxism-Leninism in its direct 
application to the specific prob- 
lems of the United States, the 
the American labor movement, 
background and development of 
and the traditions of the Ameri- 
can working people. 

The effort to transform our 
Party into a Party of the Am- 
erican workers was not smooth 
and peaceful. 

The expression of the still 
existing immaturity of our Par- 
ty, its inability to talk the lan- 
guage of the American workers 
and to intimately connect. itself 
up with the important sections 
of the American: working class, : 
was the’ inner struggle which 
developed in our Party repre- 
sented by the two main camps 
—-known as the Foster and Ruth- 
enberg groups. 

With the assistance of the 
Communist International in the 
years of 1925 and 1926 this inner 
strife was disappearing when the 
death of Comrade Ruthenberg 
placed the leadership of our 
Party into the hands of Jay 
Lovestone, an unprincipled ad- 
venturer and factionist known 
for his double-bookkeeping meth- 
ods... 

- Unprincipled Strugzgie 

This internal struggle in our 
Party, which finally consum- 
mated in, the year of 1929 on 
the eve of the world economic 
crisis, was of the most unprin- 
cipled and vicious character and 
remained the major obstacle on 
the road to ‘transforming our:

Grewth of the Labor Movement

During the years that followed 
the Party played an increasing 
role in the struggle of the work- 
ers against the effects of the 
economic crisis.

Against the oppor- 
tunist babble that strikes could 
not be successful during the 
crisis, our Party organized and 
led a series of important strikes 
which won concessions for the 
workers. 

It initiated and supported the 
huge Bonus March of the veter- 
ans. For the first time our Party 
also developed a powerful move- 
ment of Negro and white unity 
in defense of. the Scottsboro 
boys: and Angelo Herndon §plac- 
ing our Party forward as the 
most consistent champion of 
equal rights for the Negro peo- 
ple. During this period our Party 
also began to show a steady 
growth in membership. 
In the middle of 1933 an Ex- 
traordinary» Party Conference 
was called which critically ana- 
lyzed and ‘reviewed the work 
of our Party. It adopted meas- 
ures to guarantee more rapid 
growth of the Party, especially 
in the key industries and fac- 
tories of .America. This Confer- 
ence emphasized the still exist- 
ing weak ties of our Party with 
the factories and trade unionists. 
and brought its conclusion before 
the entire membership .in the 
famous Open Letter to the mem- 
bership.

This. Open Letter was a call 
to action which met the im-} 
mediate response of our mem- 
bership and ushered in a period 
of more rapid growth and an 
all-around improvement in the 
work of the Party.:

LISBON, Portugal—Behind the

United Front 

It marks beginning of mass 
struggle, under the banner of 
the united front, of all the demo- 
crati¢e forces, workers, intellectu- 
als and middle-class people.

Communists Lead 

Courts martial have functioned 
for months, particularly since 
the reconstruction in 1929 of the 
Communist Party on an illegal 
basis. The number of Commu- 
nist militants arrested surpasses 
600, out of an illegal Party mem- 
bership of about 4000. Yet the 
ferocious, mad repression was 
never able to liquidate the per- 
sistent work. 

The propaganda has _ infiltrat- 
ed into the army and chiefly in- 
to the navy’s” rank-and-file. 
Frightened government circles 
estimated the proportion of Com- 
munists among sailors recently 
at 80 per cent—an exaggeration 
which, however, expresses the 
political tendencies of the sail- 
ors. 

The civil war in Spain has 
been a huge test of the import- 
ance of Fascism in a small coun- 
try and gave a world-wide re- 
percussion to the national and 
international policies of forgot- 
ten Fascist Portugal. 

Portugal persists in its inter- 
vention policies in Spain. Rath- 
er than accede to a neutrality 
policy toward Spain, Salazar will 
bring the country to war and 
destruction.

New Soviet Constitution Is Historical Landmark 


By BEULAH KANTWELL 
“HE proposed draft of the new 
constitution of the U.S.S.R. 
is, in most respects, not new. It 
does not alter existing social and 
economic relations but; for the 
most part, is a jurisdicial con- 
firmation of such relations as

American Youth Act-—” 

So begin the petitions which 
represent one of the activities 
duected toward forcing the pas- 
‘age of the American Youth Act 
in.

Youth or- 
ganizations | of all types, trade 
unions, Young Townsend clubs, 
church groups, American Youth 
Congress Councils, are circulat- 
ing these petitions. The million 
or more signatures will be pre- 
sented. to the president at his 
inauguration by a pilgrimage of 
youth from all over the country. 

‘This act, which will provide 
jobs, vocational training, and 
education for America’s five to 
eight million idle youth, must be 
passed. It can be passed only if 
miass pressure is built up around 
it.
